2. In view of the amendment to the claims, the amendment of claims 1,2,10 and 
19 has been acknowledged. Claims, 3, 4, 6, 7, 9, 12 - 18 and 20 were previously 
cancelled. 

3. In view of the amendment of claim 2, the rejection of claim 2 under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2 
2 nd paragraph has been withdrawn. 

4. In view of the amendment of claim 1 , the rejection of claims 1,2,5 and 8 under 
35 U.S.C. 101 has been withdrawn. 

5. In view of the amendment of claims 1,10 and 1 9, the rejection of claims 1,2,5, 
8, 10, 11 and 19 under 35 U.S.C. 103 has been withdrawn.
